"The  best  way  to  get  a  seat  in  the  library  is  to  stand  in  one 
spot  watching  till  someone  makes  a  move  to  get  up,  then  slip 
under  while  he's  still  rising  before  someone  else  gets  to  it." 

This  student's  account  of  the  crowding  in  Carleton's 
library  should  soon  be  just  a  bad  memory. 

On  March  31,  the  Ontario  Minister  of  Colleges  and 
Universities  Lyn  McLeod  held  a  press  conference  at  Carleton 
to  announce  that  the  government  would  provide  a  capital 
grant  of  $7.17  million  to  help  pay  for  a  major  expansion  of 
the  library. 

The  library  expansion  will  help  correct  an  urgent  38 
percent  shortage  of  stack  space,  and  a  64  percent  shortage  of 
space  for  study  and  student  services.  It  will  make  more  room 
for  the  library's  collection  of  approximately  1.5  million 
items,  which  is  growing  by  more  than  50,000  volume- 
equivalents  per  year. 

"I  am  particularly  pleased  the  government  is  able  to 
contribute  to  this  project,  given  the  library's  critical  need  for 
enlargement  and  upgrading,"  Mrs.  McLeod  said. 

Carleton  President  William  Beckel  said  construction  of 
the  new  wing  of  the  library  will  begin  this  fall,  with  the  goal 
to  have  it  open  by  September  1990. 

The  first  phase  of  the  new  building  will  consist  of  three 
floors.  The  first  floor  will  provide  storage  space  for  up  to 
235,000  volumes,  to  extend  the  science  and  engineering 
collection,  and  to  provide  an  extra  175  seats.  The  second 
level  will  contain  the  reference  collection  and  government 
documents,  along  with  another  176  seats,  and  an  area  for 
disabled  students.  The  third  level  will  house  the  library's 
technical  and  computing  services,  as  well  as  seating  for  146 
readers  and  additional  shelf  space. 

President  Beckel  noted  that  over  the  past  few  years,  the 
University  has  been  forced  to  replace  study  space  in  the 
library  with  shelves.  "If  we  were  unable  to  expand,  the  library 
would  be  completely  filled  by  books  and  materials  by  1 990," 
he  commented. 

Private  Support  for  Challenge  Fund 
Now  Tops  the  $9  Million  Mark 

Organizers  of  the  Challenge  Fund  received  welcome 
news  this  spring,  as  private  support  for  the  University  passed 
the  $9  million  mark. 

"A  lot  of  hard  work  by  many  volunteers  has  gone  into  this 
campaign  so  far,"  says  John  Redfern,  Chairman  of  Lafarge 
Corporation  and  Chair  of  the  Challenge  Fund.  "It's  great  to 
see  their  efforts  are  paying  off  for  Carleton." 

Combined  with  the  capital  grant  for  the  library,  more 
than  $16  million  has  now  been  raised  by  the  Challenge  Fund. 

"We're  thrilled  the  Ontario  government  has  come  out  in 
support  of  the  library  expansion,"  says  Mr.  Redfern.  "Our 
success  in  raising  funds  through  the  private  sector  is  proving 
that  the  community  is  on  our  side.  It's  great  to  see  the 
government  here  too."

Campaign  Funds  Four  Projects 

The  Challenge  Fund  is  the  largest  fundraising  campaign 
in  Carleton '  s  history .  The  goal  of  the  campaign  is  to  raise  $  1 5 
million  from  the  private  sector,  and  $15  million  from  the 
Ontario  government. 

In  addition  to  the  Library,  money  being  raised  by  the 
Challenge  Fund  will  be  used  for  three  other  projects:  con- 
struction of  the  Minto  Centre  for  Advanced  Studies  in 
Engineering,  to  eliminate  overcrowding  and  provide  addi- 
tional space  for  instructional  and  research  activities  in  engi- 
neering; renovations  to  the  Dunton  Tower  and  construction 
of  two  floors  on  the  University's  Herzberg  Building  to  ac- 
commodate the  Schools  of  Business,  Public  Administration 
and  Social  Work,  and  the  Department  of  Mathematics;  and 
construction  of  a  fine  arts  building  to  consolidate  the 
University's  programs  in  this  area  and  encourage  additional 
cultural  links  with  the  community. 

"Carleton  needs  our  support  to  continue  to  provide  a 
quality  education  and  research  environment  for  Canada," 
says  Mr.  Redfern.  "With  the  continued  effort  of  everyone 
involved  with  the  Challenge  Fund,  I'm  confident  we  will 
reach  our  goals." 

The  Ottawa  alumni  campaign  is  led  by  Chris  Henderson, 
Associate  Executive  Director  of  the  Royal  Ottawa  Hospital. 
A  former  student  leader,  he  has  volunteered  his  time  and 
experience  to  help  raise  $500,000  in  the  personal  canvassing 
phase  of  the  campaign.  So  far,  the  efforts  of  Chris  Henderson 
and  his  team  of  95  canvassers  have  raised  $357, 1 80  from  295 
graduates  of  the  University. 
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Organizers  of  the  first  annual  Carleton 
University  Charity  Ball  gathered  to  present  a 
cheque  for  $7,700  to  the  Children's  Wish 
Foundation  of  Ottawa-Hull.  Held  in  Hull  on 
January  22,  the  ball  was  attended  by  more 
than  1,200  people.  Organizer,  Michael 
O'Neill  (seen  here  handing  over  the  cheque 
to  Louise  desGrossiers  of  the  CWF)  says  plans 
are  already  underway  to  do  it  again  in  '89. 


New  Aerospace,  Co-op  Programs

Starting  next  fall,  Carleton  will  be  the  first 
university  in  Canada  to  offer  an  undergraduate 
degree  in  aerospace  engineering. 

Carleton  and  the  University  of  Toronto  are  the 
only  two  Canadian  universities  which  currently 
offer  aerospace  programs  at  the  post-graduate 
level.  The  already-established  graduate  program 
and  the  University's  close  links  with  the  National 
Research  Council  made  Carleton  a  natural  choice 
for  the  new  program. 

Eventually,  the  special  equipment  required 
for  the  program  will  be  housed  in  the  new  Minto 
Centre  for  Advanced  Studies  in  Engineering.  The 
building  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  1991. 

The  School  of  Computer  Science  has  a  new 
co-operative  stream  in  its  Bachelor  of  Computer 
Science  program. 

Starting  in  January  1989,  eligible  students  in 
the  five-year  program  will  alternate  study  and 


work  in  a  complementary  plan  organized  between 
the  University  and  employing  organizations  in  the 
Ottawa  area. 

Initially,  the  new  program  will  have  limited 
enrolment.  Only  the  top  computer  science  stu- 
dents will  be  eligible.  They  will  be  placed  after 
their  second  year  of  study  and  have  three  job 
placements  with  high  technology  companies  over 
a  20-month  period. 

A  new  co-operative  option  in  the  Honours 
BSc  program  in  biochemistry  and  biotechnology 
has  also  been  approved. 

At  the  end  of  their  third  year  of  study,students 
who  qualify  for  the  option  will  take  a  1 2-month  co- 
op work  option  off-campus  with  an  industrial  or 
commercial  company,  or  a  government  depart- 
ment. At  the  end  of  their  12  months  off  campus, 
students  will  return  to  Carleton  to  complete  their 
degree. 


Carleton  Students  Win  Awards 


Students  throughout  all  sectors  of  the  Univer- 
sity put  in  an  impressive  performance  at  national 
and  international  competitions  this  year.  Here  are 
some  of  the  big  achievers. 

Engineering  students  Gord  Sissons  and  Peter 
Bishop  won  the  $1,000  first  prize  at  this  year's 
Ontario  University  Engineering  Design  Competi- 
tion. The  two  fourth-year  students  designed  a 
"baby  shaker,"  an  innovative  device  to  help  pre- 
vent Sudden  Infant  Death  Syndrome. 

Michael  Nimz  and  Jason  Grant,  third-year 
students  in  the  School  of  Architecture,  won  an 
honourable  mention  in  the  International  Design 
Competition  for  the  New  York  City  Waterfront. 
Their  design  proposed  a  fanciful  waterfront  walk- 
way along  Hudson  River  piers.  The  competition 
attracted  429  entrants  from  20  countries. 

The  School  of  Business  placed  first  once 
again  this  year  in  the  accounting  division  of  the 


Intercollegiate  Business  Competition  (ICBC) 
held  at  Queen's  University,  January  15-16.  The 
winning  team  consisted  of  Lori  O'Neill  and  Shean 
McEwan. 

The  debating  team  of  Judy  Hearn  and  Mark 
MacKeigan  defeated  Penn  State,  Cornell,  Dundee 
(Scotland),  and  the  University  of  Western  Ontario 
at  the  1988  World  Universities  Debating  Champi- 
onship held  in  Sydney,  Australia,  January  3-10. 
Mark  placed  third  in  the  final  round  of  the  public 
speaking  competition,  and  17th  overall  as  an 
individual  debater.  Ninety  teams  from  1 1  coun- 
tries participated  in  the  event. 

Mathematics  undergraduate  students  placed 
12th  out  of  277  teams  in  the  48th  annual  Putnam 
Competition.  The  Carleton  team  of  third-year 
students  Serge  Elnitsky,  Michael  Bradley  and 
Renaud  Dreyer  placed  second  in  the  overall  Cana- 
dian standings,  next  to  the  University  of  Toronto. 
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Sports  Report 

Successes  of  the  '87-'88  Season 


Dubbed  "surprising,"  "surging,"  and  "impressive"  by 
the  media,  and  "no-names"  by  themselves  —  no  all-stars  on 
the  team  —  the  basketball  Ravens  had  their  finest  year  in 
many,  upsetting  the  University  of  Toronto  Blues  73-54  to  win 
the  Ontario  East  division  title  and  a  ticket  to  the  CIAU 
nationals  in  Halifax  this  spring. 

The  Ravens  won  their  last  four  regular  season  games 
before  beating  the  University  of  Ottawa  Gee  Gees  and  then 
the  Blues  in  the  playoffs.  They  missed  out  on  the  OUAA 
provincial  title  to  Western  Ontario  in  a  77-7 1  match  played 
in  the  jam-packed  Ravens  Nest  on  March  6.  Both  the  Ravens 
and  the  Mustangs,  as  divisional  winners,  went  on  to  Halifax. 

In  Halifax,  the  Ravens  were  seeded  eighth  for  the 
tournament.  They  faced  first-ranked  Brandon  Bobcats, 
losing  to  the  Cats  82-69;  then  dropped  a  75-74  squeaker  to  the 
Saskatchewan  Huskies  in  the  consolation  round. 

Despite  the  finish  in  Halifax,  coach  Paul  Armstrong  and 
his  team  were  elated  with  the  season's  outcome;  the  '87- '88 
team  was  young,  and  this  was  to  have  been  a  "building"  year. 

Not  all  of  the  season's  successes  belonged  to  basketball. 

The  women's  Nordic  Ski  team  ranked  gold,  silver,  and 


bronze  in  the  Ontario  (OWIAA)  finals,  and  the  three  individ- 
ual winners,  Alisa  Metcalfe,  Rhonda  DeLong  and  Sonya 
Skinner,  also  teamed  up  to  take  the  OWIAA  tournament  relay 
and  overall  first. 

In  swimming,  two  men,  Stepan  Oliva  and  Paul  Rimeck, 
and  one  woman,  Gail  Marten,  placed  for  the  CIAU  finals. 

Winners  of  this  year's  awards  at  the  March  24  ceremony 
were:  Alisa  Metcalfe  (nordic  skiing)  -  the  Ruth  Coe  Memo- 
rial Award;  Trish  Anderson  (basketball)  -  the  Outstanding 
Graduating  Female  Athlete  Award;  and  David  Harr  (foot- 
ball) and  John  Vidovich  (soccer)  -  joint  winners  of  the  Jack 
Vogan  Memorial  Award. 

The  volleyball  season  came  to  an  exciting  finish  on 
March  25  when  Carleton  hosted  the  semi-finals  of  the  Reebok 
Cup  women's  international  competition.  Canada,  Japan,  the 
U.S.A.  and  world-top-ranked  Cuba  played  in  the  event. 

Also  on  campus,  the  Athletics  Department  launched  a 
new  50s  plus  fitness  program  for  men  and  women.  The 
class  was  fully  subscribed,  with  30  participants  taking  two 
mid-morning  gym  sessions  and  one  water  exercise  class 
each  week,  along  with  short  lifestyle  presentations. 
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Exploring  the  Depths  for  Art  History 


Carleton  art  historian  Diane  le  Berrurier  is  helping  to 
save  centuries-old  works  of  art  from  oblivion.  And  she'll  go 
to  almost  any  depth  to  do  it. 

No  ordinary  art  historian,  Professor  le  Berrurier  does  her 
research  in  some  pretty  extraordinary  "galleries"  —  at  the 
bottom  of  the  sea.  Since  1982,  she  has  participated  in  more 
than  half  a  dozen  underwater  archaeological  campaigns  on 
wrecks  dating  from  the  late  6th  Century  B.C.  to  the  18th 
Century. 

Though  more  than  2,000  years  and  half  a  world  separate 
the  shipwrecks,  Professor  le  Berrurier  is  studying  them  with 
one  main  goal  in  mind. 

"I'm  interested  in  how  ancient  culture  and 
traditions  were  taken  over  and  transformed  in  the 
Middle  Ages,  and  also  in  how  these  medieval 
traditions  were  taken  over  by  Slavic  countries," 
she  explains. 

A  number  of  early  Christian  and  Byzantine 
iconographic  elements  reinter- 
pret antique  traditions,  she 
adds.  "The  famous  hero  Gil- 
gamesh,  who  was  known  in  the 
third  millennium  B.C.  appears 
in  19th  Century  Russian  em- 
broidery." 

On  an  18th  Century  Rus- 
sian ship  sunk  off  the  He  du 
Levant  in  southern  France,  an 
icon  depicts  Christ  pulling 
Adam  and  Eve  out  of  Hell ,  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  Greeks 
depicted  Hercules  freeing  Cer- 
berus. 

"In  studying  this  iconogra- 
phy, we  can  see  the  develop- 
ment of  these  themes,"  she 
explains.  "We  can  see  how  an 
antique  tradition  is  transformed 
into  a  Byzantine  tradition  and 
how,  that  in  turn,  is  taken  over 
by  Russian  art." 

Professor  le  Berrurier' s  explorations  have  taken  her 
from  the  Caribbean  to  the  Mediterranean,  on  Roman,  Rus- 
sian, Italian  and  French  shipwrecks.  She  has  dived  to  depths 
of  170  feet,  sometimes  in  shark-infested  water,  and  some- 
times been  in  storms  where  the  waves  were  so  high  "you 
couldn't  see  the  horizon." 

She  says  she  loves  the  sea,  and  is  confident  of  her  own 
abilities  underwater. 

"My  biggest  concern  is  to  dive  with  a  good  buddy... 
Accidents  are  caused  by  not  following  the  safety  rules  or 
common  sense,  and  through  a  lack  of  discipline  on  the  team." 

Her  interest  in  the  sea  was  sparked  by  Jacques 
Cousteau's  famous  book,  The  Silent  World,  which  she  read

when  she  was  in  her  early  teens.  As  an  undergraduate  and 
graduate  student,  she  studied  art  history  and  archaeology  at 
the  Free  University  of  Brussels,  and  then  went  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago,  where  she  received  her  MA  and  PhD  degrees. 
About  1981,  she  decided  to  combine  her  two  interests. 

She  has  acquired  all  of  the  possible  qualifications  for 
scuba  diving,  training  in  Haiti,  Canada  and  California.  In 
1985,  she  earned  her  Diving  Master  ("the  black  belt  of 
scuba"),  and  specializes  in  deep  water  diving,  search  and 
recovery,  underwater  photography,  wreck  diving,  and  equip- 
ment technology. 

Her  work  underwater  often  involves  using 
airlifts  and  water  dredges,  and  making  detailed 
sketches  of  the  shipwrecks,  taking  measurements, 
making  precise  cross-sections,  and  even  drawing 
planks  to  see  where  nails  and  pegs  are  placed. 

"One  of  my  interests  is  to  study  the  techniques 
of  excavation  -  how  to  know  artifacts  are  there 
when  you  see  strange  shapes  in 
the  sand,"  she  says. 

One  of  her  most  exciting 
discoveries  was  a  section  of  hull 
that  had  been  buried  and  eluded 
other  searchers  of  an  unidenti- 
fied ancient  wreck  in  the  Medi- 
terranean. 

She  is  part  of  a  team  headed 
by  French  archeologist,  Max 
Guerout,  that  is  studying  a  Rus- 
sian wreck,  the  Slava  Rossii 
("Glory  of  Russia")  which  sunk 
off  the  He  du  Levant  in  southern 
France  in  the  18th  Century. 

Already  a  lot  of  material 
has  been  found  on  the  wreck, 
she  says,  including  close  to  80 
icons,  guns,  cannons,  swords, 
rifles,  and  muskets,  as  well  as 
glass,  ceramics  and  coins. 

"The  material  which  has 
been  found  is  providing  very 
helpful  information  about  life  in  1 8th  Century  Russia,  par- 
ticularly on  board  a  ship  of  the  Empress,"  she  says. 

She  presented  her  findings  at  a  conference  in  January, 
and  is  writing  a  major  article  about  the  excavation  for  the 
December  issue  of  Archaeology. 

Though  it  must  be  tempting,  she  says  emphatically  that 
she  is  not  interested  in  treasure  hunting.  Her  goal  is  to 
continue  with  the  study  of  the  Slava  Rossii  material  this 
summer,  and  to  help  organize  an  international  conference  on 
underwater  archaeology  in  Baltimore  next  year.  She  is  also 
collaborating  with  French  researchers,  Max  Guerout  and 
Francine  Turcat  on  a  monograph  covering  the  history  of  the 
Slava  Rossii  and  its  icons. 
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Carleton  engineers  are 
dedicating  themselves  to  a 
new  era  in  telecommunica- 
tions, where  the  possibilities 
will  be  limited  only  by  the 
imagination. 

Trouble  is,  it's  an  era  that 
can  only  be  imagined  until  the 
limits  of  today's  technology 
can  be  overcome  economi- 
cally and  efficiently. 

Now,  they're  in  one  of  the 
best  positions  ever  to  do  just 
that. 

This  winter,  Carleton 
became  a  partner  in  the  Tele- 
communications Research 
Institute  of  Ontario,  one  of 
seven  centres  of  excellence 
established  by  the  provincial 
government.  The  Centre  will 
receive  $26  million  in  funds  over  the  next  five  years  and  is 
regarded  as  one  of  the  major  industrial  telecommunications 
research  efforts  in  the  world  today. 

TRIO  consists  of  an  impressive  team  of  more  than  70 
university  and  industrial  researchers  across  the  province. 
Along  with  Carleton,  other  university  members  include 
Ottawa,  Queen's  and  Mc  Master.  They 're  joined  by  13  indus- 
trial partners,  including  Bell  Canada  and  Bell  Northern 
Research,  Mitel,  Canadian  Astronautics  Limited,  Gandalf, 
Telesat,  and  others. 

What  makes  TRIO  so  exciting,  says  Carleton  Professor 
David  Falconer,  one  of  the  Centre's  principal  researchers,  is 
this  "critical  mass  of  research  talent  which  can  collaborate 
with  companies  and  within  itself. 

"It  will  result  in  a  large  body  of  research  which  will  have 
a  direct  benefit  on  economic  prosperity  and  development." 

The  overall  research  goal  of  TRIO  is  the  development 
and  design  of  telecommunications  circuits,  networks  and 
systems  ~  in  essence,  the  basic  underpinnings  of  the  world's 
communication  systems  in  the  future.  The  projects  cover  a 
broad  spectrum  of  problems  and  issues  facing  the  telecom- 
munications industry.  Carleton  and  the  University  of  Ottawa 
are  concentrating  their  efforts  on  research  related  to  networks 
and  protocols,  but  it's  hard  to  draw  boundaries  around  any 
research  project,  given  the  intermingling  that  exists  through- 
out TRIO. 

It's  an  incredibly  cooperative  venture,  with  researchers 
often  participating  in  more  than  one  project.  Such  close

collaboration  helps  to  assure 
that  advances  in  one  area  can 
be  immediately  applied  in 
others. 

As  well,  Professor  Fal- 
coner adds  "We  expect  to  have 
considerable  personnel  ex- 
change, with  visiting  re- 
searchers from  other  universi- 
ties and  companies.  Univer- 
sity researchers  will  work  in 
companies  and  vice  versa  as  a 
further  aid  to  transferring 
technology." 

Four  of  1 8  projects  being 
funded  so  far  are  headed  by 
Carleton  faculty:  Integrated 
Services  Digital  Networks  by 
David  Falconer;  Methods  for 
Telecommunications  Soft- 
ware by  Murray  Woodside; 
Mobile  and  Portable  Digital  Communications  by  Samy 
Mahmoud;  and  VLSI  in  Communications  by  Miles 
Copeland. 

David  Falconer  heads  a  research  team  of  nine  engineers 
looking  into  one  of  the  hottest  developments  in  telecommu- 
nications today:  integrated  services  digital  networks  (ISDN). 

"The  idea  is  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  telecom  services 
to  customers  using  basically  one  means  of  access:  the 
telephone  line,"  he  explains. 

"These  services  will  include  voice  data,  facsimile,  ac- 
cess to  data  lines,  and  possibly  graphics.  They'll  all  be 
provided  on  the  same  facilities  and  services,  so  you  won't 
have  to  bring  in  extra  wires  for  each  service  you  want  to  sub- 
scribe to." 

It's  a  big  area  in  itself,  he  says,  and  no  one  research  team 
can  cover  the  whole  topic.  The  Carleton  team  will  be 
focusing  on  improving  transmission  systems  for  ISDN,  and 
assisting  in  the  development  of  new  applications. 

One  application,  already  being  examined  in  another 
TRIO  project  at  the  University  of  Ottawa,  involves  sending 
digitized  x-ray  pictures  between  hospitals. 

While  Professor  Falconer's  work  focuses  on  telecom- 
munications through  existing  telephone  wires,  Samy 
Mahmoud  is  looking  at  advances  in  wireless  communication. 

There  are  two  barriers  to  developing  this  technology,  he 
notes. 

Radio  waves  and  signals  don't  behave  well  inside  build- 
ings, since  they  bounce  off  walls  and  interfere  with  each 
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other.  This  makes  it  impossible  to  connect  computers  and 
terminals  using  radio  signals. 

The  other  problem  is  that  the  easily-accessed  frequency 
bands  are  already  filled  up,  forcing  engineers  to  develop 
channels  in  more  difficult  high-frequency  bands. 

In  the  first  instance,  "It  boils  down  to  developing  funda- 
mental techniques  to  detect  radio  waves  you'd  like  in  the 
midst  of  interference,"  says  Professor  Mahmoud.  "You  can't 
avoid  the  interference,  so  you  have  to  filter  the  signal  from 
the  noise." 

In  the  second  instance,  it 
means  developing  new  tech- 
nology for  communicating  in 
the  higher  frequency  bands. 

Solving  these  problems 
could  make  it  possible  for 
large  industrial  and  public 
service  institutions  to  connect 
and  relocate  computer  termi- 
nals without  having  to  install 
and  remove  wires  each  time. 
Other  applications  include 
connecting  vehicles  by  wire- 
less terminals  to  improve  esti- 
mates of  arrival  time,  and 
developing  better  portable 
telephones. 

Murray  Woodside  is  part 
of  a  research  team  that '  s  work- 
ing on  the  leading  edge  of  one 
of  the  industry '  s  most  pressing 
problems. 

"Software  costs  are  be- 
coming a  major  cost  in  this  industry,"  he  says.  "Software 
design,  delays  in  design,  and  designs  that  don't  work  are 
serious  for  these  companies." 

Together  with  professors  Bernard  Pagurek  and  Ray 
Buhr,  he's  been  involved  in  a  series  of  projects  since  1980  to 
improve  software  performance.  Methods  they've  developed 
for  computer-aided  software  design  have  been  so  successful 
they're  already  in  use  around  the  world.  Now  they'll  be 
applying  this  expertise  to  software  design  in  the  communica- 
tions industry. 

There  are  three  main  components  to  their  work,  says 
Professor  Woodside:  a  performance  engineering  component 
that  he  leads;  a  software  description  and  design  component 
led  by  Professor  Buhr;  and  a  systems  diagnostic/debugging 
component  led  by  Professor  Pagurek. 

Software  makes  up  more  and  more  of  new  communica- 
tions systems  and  is  difficult  to  produce,  Professor  Woodside 
notes.  "The  life  of  this  very  important  industry  may  depend 
on  improved  engineering  methods  for  software." 

In  contrast  to  these  projects  which  focus  on  specific 
applications,  researchers  in  electronics  engineering  are 
concerned  with  basic  technology. 

"We're  technology-driven,"  says  the  department  chair- 
man, Miles  Copeland.  "We  look  at  things  like  the  silicon 
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integrated  chip,  and  try  to  produce  chips  with  higher  speed, 
better  noise  performance,  lower  costs,  simpler  circuits,  that 
sort  of  thing." 

One  area  now  receiving  attention  from  the  department  is 
the  development  of  new  BICMOS  circuits.  These  combine 
two  kinds  of  circuits  which  were  previously  separate. 

"This  mixed  circuit  capability  would  give  some  advan- 
tage to  operating  at  higher  frequencies,"  says  Professor 
Copeland.  "For  mobile  radios,  it  could  mean  putting  a  lot 

more  circuits  on  a  chip  which 
required  bigger  circuits  be- 
fore. So  you  can  see  how  it 
affects  Mahmoud 's  work. 

"Similarly,  for  Falconer's 
group,  it  has  implications  in 
telephone  signal  processing, 
making  it  possible  to  do  ana- 
log to  digital  conversion  at 
higher  frequencies  with  less 
power." 

The  establishment  of 
TRIO  has  already  generated  a 
lot  of  excitement  and  enthusi- 
asm in  engineering  at  Carleton 
—  and  there's  little  doubt  why. 

It  means  a  doubling  of 
research  dollars  for  engineers, 
bringing  in  money  that's  badly 
needed  to  purchase  new 
equipment  and  to  attract  top 
students  and  researchers. 

Says  Professor  Falconer, 
"We  will  see  an  increased  flow 
of  research,  and  along  with  that,  a  group  of  graduates  who  will 
help  to  transfer  that  technology  to  industry,  and  lead  those 
industries  in  developing  their  products  to  compete  effec- 
tively in  the  marketplace." 

Carleton's  Vice-President  (Academic)  Tom  Ryan  repre- 
sents the  University  on  TRIO's  Board  of  Directors. 

One  of  the  important  things  the  government  stressed  in 
establishing  this  program  was  that  it  was  trying  to  bring 
together  excellence  already  there,  not  to  create  new  centres, 
he  says.  "Carleton  brings  to  TRIO  its  own  mini-centre  of 
excellence  to  help  make  TRIO  bigger  and  better." 

The  University  also  benefits  significantly  from  partici- 
pating in  TRIO,  with  more  than  $1  million  in  funds  already 
allocated  to  projects  led  by  Carleton  faculty. 

"This  is  new  money,"  he  says.  "It  means  faculty 
members  can  spend  more  than  the  normal  amount  of  time 
they  would  on  research  activities,  and  that  we  can  support 
graduate  students  in  the  area  of  telecommunications." 

As  well,  he  notes,  the  University  benefits  from  the 
visibility  we  gain  by  being  a  part  of  a  centre  of  excellence. 

"That  concept  sounds  good,"  he  says.  "Carleton  is  a 
significant  part  of  this  centre.  That  visibility  should  make  us 
more  attractive  to  prospective  students,  and  help  to  attract 
industrial  funding  for  this  type  of  research." 
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Falconbridge  Aids  Platinum  Studies

Earth  sciences  students  at  Carleton 
are  getting  a  good  chance  to  gain  hands- 
on  experience  in  the  field  thanks  to  the 
support  of  mining  giant,  Falconbridge 
Limited. 

For  the  past  1 0  years,  both  the  copper 
and  nickel  operations  of  Falconbridge 
have  supported  students  doing  their 
theses  under  the  supervision  of  earth 
sciences  professor,  David  Watkinson. 

"We've  had  a  great  working  relationship,"  says  Profes- 
sor Watkinson.  "We  try  to  supply  them  with  quality  people 
who  want  to  work  in  cooperation  with  the  company.  They 
provide  our  students  with  access  to  company  maps,  drill  hole 
information  and  so  on,  and  quite  often  provide  money  for 
chemical  work,  extra  assays,  and  things  like  that.  In  return, 
they  get  the  advantage  of  having  first-rate  people  in  the  field 
producing  good  maps.  It's  a  great  combination  of  their 
expertise  and  ours." 

This  summer,  a  $58,000  grant  from  Falconbridge  is 
being  used  to  support  work  by  Ray  Talkington,  a  post- 
doctoral fellow,  who's  studying  deposits  of  platinum  group 
elements  in  Manitoba's  Bird  River  Region.  This  area  was 


formerly  mined  for  nickel,  and  is  also  known  for  its  chro- 
mium deposits. 

"Generally  speaking,  whenever  you  have  this  combina- 
tion, the  potential  for  platinum  deposits  is  also  very  good," 
says  Professor  Watkinson. 

Prospecting  in  the  area  is  a  major  project  for  Falconbr- 
idge, he  adds.  Canada  now  ranks  third  or  fourth  as  a  platinum 
producer,  well  behind  South  Africa  and  the  Soviet  Union. 
"People  are  interested  in  finding  North  American  deposits  so 
they  won't  be  reliant  on  supplies  from  countries  which  may 
not  always  be  accessible,"  he  says. 

His  own  research  is  aimed  at  trying  to  understand  the 
process  of  how  platinum  group  elements  are  concentrated  in 
rock,  and  establishing  predictive  models  to  help  geologists 
determine  where  to  find  the  elements.  The  work  involves 
mapping  variations  of  rock  type  in  the  field,  then  studying 
their  mineral  and  chemical  composition  in  the  lab  in  an 
attempt  to  see  what  features  are  relevant  to  the  concentration 
of  the  platinum  group  elements. 

Most  of  his  work  is  funded  by  the  Natural  Sciences  and 
Engineering  Research  Council  and  the  Energy,  Mines  and 
Resources  Canada.  But  he  adds,  "funding  is  tough.  That's 
why  it's  such  a  relief  to  get  some  support  from  industry."

Prenatal  Study  Rescued 

The  U.S.  National  Institute  for  Drug  Admini- 
stration has  rescued  a  pioneering  research  project 
at  Carleton  from  a  premature  end. 

Psychology  professor,  Peter  Fried's  seminal 
study  of  the  effects  on  children  of  prenatal  expo- 
sure to  nicotine  and  marihuana  has  been  in  a 
precarious  position  for  the  past  two  years.  That 
was  when  Health  and  Welfare  Canada  decided  to 
discontinue  funding  the  study,  forcing  Professor 
Fried  to  seek  alternative  sources  of  support. 

Since  he  served  on  a  number  of  committees  in 
Washington,  people  in  the  U.S.  were  familiar  with 
his  work  and  both  encouraged  and  supported  his 
application.  Although  he  sought  funding  for  three 
years,  in  a  remarkable  turn  of  events,  NIDA  rec- 
ommended that  he  be  supported  for  five  years. 

Here's  what  it  had  to  say:  "The  (Review) 
Committee  unanimously  and  most  enthusiasti- 
cally recommended  approval,  in  increased  time 
and  amount  for  this  meritorious  proposal,  submit- 
ted by  one  of  the  outstanding  clinical  researchers 
in  North  America....  Previous  reports  from  this 
study  are  the  basis  of  much  of  our  knowledge  about 
the  effects  on  infants  of  prenatal  exposure  to 
nicotine  and  cannabis.  Follow-up  of  this  sample 
will  provide  the  first  major  scientific  data  on  the 
long-term  consequences  of  these  drugs." 

Professor  Fried's  Ottawa  Prenatal  Prospec- 
tive Study,  begun  in  1978,  is  the  first  of  its  kind 
anywhere  in  the  world.  It  started  with  750  women 
who  were  interviewed  several  times  during  preg- 
nancy, and  involved  examinations  of  babies  at 
two-  to  three-days  of  age. 

A  subsample  of  250  children  has  been  exam- 
ined at  nine  days,  30  days,  six  months,  one  year, 
and  every  year  thereafter. 


Currently,  there  are  about  200 children  whose 
ages  are  between  four  and  six  years  who  will 
continue  in  the  study.  The  goal  at  this  point,  says 
Professor  Fried,  will  be  to  determine  whether 
differences  picked  up  in  earlier  years  continue  to 
persist  amongst  older  children. 

"Aside  from  families  who've  moved  away, 
we've  had  a  remarkable  retention  rate  of  90  per- 
cent," says  Professor  Fried.  "We're  extremely 
proud  of  this  record.  If  you  stop  at  any  time,  you 
lose  your  subject  pool.  We  couldn't  afford  to  shut 
down." 

He's  been  able  to  keep  going  for  the  past  two 
years  with  some  limited  funds  from  Health  and 
Welfare  Canada  while  he  appealed  their  funding 
decision,  and  with  financial  support  from 
Carleton's  Dean  of  Social  Sciences.  The  new 
grant,  about  $100,000  a  year,  will  be  used  for 
equipment,  as  well  as  salaries  for  a  statistician, 
nurses,  and  research  technicians. 

While  Professor  Fried  is  the  principal  inves- 
tigator for  the  project,  he  collaborates  closely  with 
twoothers:  Carleton's  Bob  Knights,  whodesigned 
the  tests  the  children  will  perform;  and  Corinne 
Dulberg  of  the  University  of  Ottawa's  Department 
of  Epidemiology  and  Community  Medicine, 
who's  responsible  for  the  statistical  analyses. 

The  project  has  already  generated  more  than 
40  articles  as  well  as  two  books:  Pregnancy  and 
Life  Style  Habits,  and  Smoking  for  Two.  Now  that 
it  has  been  rescued  from  the  brink,  the  researchers 
can  continue  to  break  new  ground  in  the  area. 

"Our  kids  are  always  a  couple  of  years  ahead 
of  those  in  other  studies,"  says  Professor  Fried. 
"We're  always  doing  pilot  work,  that's  what 
makes  this  so  exciting."

Old  Crows'  Corner

As  this  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  articles  concerning  the 
Old  Crow  Society  to  appear  in  Carleton  University  Maga- 
zine, I'd  like  to  begin  with  a  brief  history  of  the  organization 
for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  wondering  who  or  what  is  an 
Old  Crow. 

We  are  a  group  of  former  Raven  football  players  and 
coaches  who,  since  the  mid-'60s,  have  created  and  main- 
tained an  alumni  group  whose  primary  purposes  have  been  to 
organize  social  events,  to  keep  friendships  alive  among 
former  teammates,  and  to  assist  the  current  football  program 
in  any  way  we  can. 

The  first  president  was  James  Sevigny,  who  until  last 
year,  was  the  head  of  Admissions  for  Carleton.  Under  Jim's 
leadership,  and  with  the  resurgence  of  interest  in  Raven 
football  during  the  '80s,  the  Old  Crows  have  increased  their 
membership  and  activities. 

Among  our  regular  annual  events  area  dinner  held  every 
February  to  honour  outstanding  players  from  the  previous 
year;  an  August  golf  tournament;  a  lasagna  dinner  during  the 
football  season  at  which  Old  Crows,  coaches,  Raven  players, 
and  their  fathers  share  a  meal  on  campus;  and  the  running  of 
a  concession  stand  at  all  home  games  during  the  Fall. 

Another  function  we're  proud  of  is  the  selection  of  the 
college  coach-of-the-year  on  a  national  level.  Each  year,  one 
member  of  a  four-man  committee  travels  to  Toronto  during 
Vanier  Cup  week  and  presents  the  Frank  Tindall  Trophy. 
Although  the  award  is  named  after  the  legendary  Queen's 
coach,  the  Old  Crows  initiated  this  award  in  1 969,  and  for  the 
first  five  years  of  its  existence,  flew  the  winning  coach  to 
Ottawa  for  the  presentation. 

In  future  articles,  I'll  detail  coming  events  and  profile 
some  of  the  key  people  in  the  Old  Crow  Society.  We  have  a 
lot  planned  for  the  coming  season,  including  a  real  extrava- 
ganza during  Alumni  Weekend  on  September  23.

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Alumni  Association 
Branches  Out 

For  the  first  time  in  Carleton's  46-year  his- 
tory, alumni  groups  are  meeting  in  locations  from 
Newfoundland  to  British  Columbia. 

In  the  last  12  months,  thanks  in  part  to  the 
impetus  of  the  Challenge  Fund  Campaign, 
branches  of  the  Alumni  Association  have  been 
formed  in  Victoria,  Vancouver,  Calgary,  Edmon- 
ton, Winnipeg,  Montreal,  the  Maritimes,  St. 
John's  and  Hong  Kong.  Four  years  ago,  led  by  the 
efforts  of  Chris  Henderson,  BAHons/79,  and 
Micheline  McKay,  BAHons/83,  a  branch  of  the 
association  was  set  up  in  Toronto. 

All  of  this  activity  has  been  a  heady  experi- 
ence for  the  Association's  President,  James  Wat- 
son, BA/83. 

"I'm  gratified  that  this  development  has  taken 
place,"  he  comments.  "It's  time  that  the  Associa- 
tion had  links  with  the  20,000  alumni  now  living 
in  other  parts  of  Canada  and  elsewhere." 
What's  behind  this  expansion? 
About  30  years  ago,  the  Alumni  Office  made 
the  first  attempts  at  establishing  branches  of  the 
Association  in  major  cities  in  Canada.  And  for 
several  years,  these  small  outposts  of  Carleton 
were  held  together  by  the  zeal  of  a  few  enthusiastic 
alumni  and  a  single  staff  member. 

But  Carleton,  like  other  "young"  universities 
in  Canada,  just  never  put  alumni  branch  develop- 
ment at  the  top  of  its  list  of  priorities.  First,  there 
was  the  concentration  on  building  both  the  faculty

and  student  populations.  Then  there  were  the  years 
of  expansion  and  construction  and  the  move  to  the 
Rideau  River  campus.  The  University  soon  be- 
came occupied  with  problems  of  underfunding, 
and  the  idea  of  supporting  alumni  branch  develop- 
ment was  not  considered.  At  last,  with  a  major 
capital  campaign  looming,  and  45,000  graduates 
and  potential  supporters  of  the  University  quietly 
"out  there,"  Carleton  took  action. 

New  staff  were  hired  to  augment  Alumni 
Relations  Officer  Richard  Austen,  BAHons/75, 
and  administrative  assistant,  Kathy  Ruggiero,  and 
the  go-ahead  was  given  to  develop  branches  and 
expand  services. 

Mary  Huband,  MA/79,  moved  into  alumni 
relations  to  do  just  that.  With  the  help  of  Director 
of  Development  and  Alumni  Services  Kim 
McCuaig,  BA/65,  and  Chair  of  the  Alumni  Chal- 
lenge Fund  Campaign,  BGen  (Ret'd.)  Clayton 
Beattie,  BA/51,  Huband  has  travelled  from  coast 
to  coast  recruiting  volunteers  for  canvassing  and 
organizing  branches. 

The  first  branch  to  get  officially  launched 
happened  to  be  in  Huband 's  former  hometown, 
Winnipeg.  There,  on  September  11,  1987,  Dr. 
David  Walker,  BAHons/70,  with  the  able  assis- 
tance of  Judith  Beattie,  BAHons/67,  rounded  up  35 
Carleton  grads  for  what  proved  to  be  a  very  lively 
and  successful  party  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Justice 
Charles  Huband.  S  ince  September,  a  quiet  canvass 
has  been  underway  with  the  first  few  thousand 
dollars  recently  turned  in  to  the  University. 

On  May  5,  the  Winnipeg  Branch  held  its 
second  event.  This  time,  Professor  Emeritus 
(English)  Munro  Beattie,  an  old  favourite  of 
alumni  and  the  only  faculty  member  still  teaching 
after  46  years,  addressed  alumni  and  guests  and 
held  forth  at  a  reception  following  the  event. 

The  Edmonton  Branch,  led  by  Gary  Bardell, 
BEng/74,  and  John  McGee,  BA/67,  answered  the 
call  to  action,  and  after  several  planning  sessions 
with  other  members  of  the  committee  there,  held 
its  first  Branch  pub  night  on  November  6. 

"It  was  just  great,"  recalls  Bardell.  "There 
was  a  wonderful  spirit  and  a  lot  of  friendly  ex- 
change as  alumni  remembered  the  old  days  on 
campus." 

(Unfortunately  for  Edmonton,  Bardell,  a 
Vice-President  with  Stuart  Olsen  Construction, 
has  accepted  a  position  in  Calgary.  But  John 
McGee  is  already  in  place  as  president  in  Edmon- 
ton and  Gary  Bardell  will  link  up  with  the  Calgary 
branch  once  he  gets  settled.) 

John  McGee,  who  sits  on  the  Board  of  Grant 
MacEwan  College  in  Edmonton,  would  like  to  see 
academic  links  with  Carleton  so  that  students  from 
the  college  might  be  encouraged  to  enrol  at  Carle- 
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ton—and  perhaps  get  some  support  from  money 
raised  through  Carleton  alumni  in  Edmonton. 

Edmonton  has  planned  a  "pitch  and  putt 
gourmet  barbecue"  for  June  4,  and  in  the  meantime 
is  conducting  a  selective  personal  canvass  among 
its  members. 

A  little  further  to  the  south,  Edmonton's  tra- 
ditional rival  in  all  things  including  alumni  activi- 
ties, held  a  high-spirited  event  on  January  20  to 
launch  the  branch  in  Calgary  and  get  the  Challenge 
Fund  underway.  Close  to  100  alumni  packed  into 
a  little  restaurant  in  downtown  cowtown,  and 
Lindsay  Franklin,  Eng/50,  the  leader  of  the  efforts 
there,  had  to  climb  onto  a  chair  to  be  heard. 

Part  of  the  reason  for  the  success  of  the 
Calgary  event  can  be  attributed  to  Randell 
Stephenson,  MSc/77,  and  Francis  Chappell,  PhD/ 
79,  two  geology  grads  who  have  been  keeping  the 
alumni  presence  alive  in  Calgary  for  years.  Cal- 
gary is  holding  a  barbecue  on  Sunday,  June  12. 

Although  3,500  miles  separate  Victoria  from 
the  capital  city,  the  alumni  branch  there  has  not 
forgotten  its  Alma  Mater  and  is  alive  and  well  and 
already  planning  a  second  event. 

On  February  18,  the  branch  was  officially 
launched  at  a  reception  attended  by  35  alumni  with 
the  help  of  Kim  McCuaig,  who  brought  greetings 
from  the  University.  Former  Carleton  Professor  of 
Economics  Tom  Brewis,  who  retired  to  Victoria 
several  years  ago,  also  made  a  special  appearance 
to  the  delight  of  everyone  there. 

In  Vancouver,  where  the  largest  alumni  popu- 
lation west  of  Toronto  resides,  a  group  headed  by 
Bob  Alexander,  BEng/62,  has  been  meeting  to 
make  plans  for  a  branch.  The  first  event  took  place 
on  May  12. 

Clay  Beattie  likes  to  say  that  the  Alumni 
Association  now  stretches  from  sea  to  sea.  And 
he's  right.  In  December,  General  Beattie  and 
Mary  Huband  met  with  interested  alumni  from  the 
Maritime  cities  of  Fredericton,  Charlottetown, 
Saint  John,  and  Halifax .  It  is  hoped  that  a  Maritime 
branch  (or  branches)  will  be  a  reality  before  the 
year  is  out.  Greatly  assisting  in  these  efforts  are 
Ann  Deveau,  BJ/76,  from  Fredericton;  Keith 
Boswell,  MA/82,  and  Doug  Boylan,  BA/61 ,  from 
Charlottetown;  Rick  Sancton,  BSc/72,  from  Saint 
John;  and  Gregg  Yeadon,  BJ/79,  and  Suzanne 
Finckelstein-Winn,  BA/70,  from  Halifax. 

When  the  Carleton  Ravens  basketball  team 
went  to  Halifax  for  the  Canadian  championships  in 
March ,  a  reception  for  Halifax  alumni  was  quickly 
arranged  and  attended  by  30  surprised  and  de- 
lighted grads.  Hosts  for  the  party  were  three 
Ottawa  alumni  travelling  with  the  team—Pat 
O'Brien,  BA/66,  Jim  Kennelly,  BA/75(SPC),  and 
John  Wilson,  BA/74. 


On  Canada's  most  easterly  island,  a  small  but 
enthusiastic  group  has  formed  a  Newfoundland 
branch  of  the  Association.  There,  fighting  a  cold 
Atlantic  drizzle,  and  the  lure  of  the  Olympics  on 
television,  they  held  their  first  event,  and  managed 
a  good  turnout.  Thus  encouraged,  the  branch,  led 
by  Jack  Strawbridge,  BA/67,  MA/69,  has  planned 
a  barbecue  to  be  held  in  the  garden  of  one  of  its 
members  in  June. 

In  Montreal,  where  in  the  good  old  days  there 
had  been  a  small  but  active  alumni  branch,  a 
revival  is  taking  place,  led  by  Don  Climo,  BA/5 1 , 
BCom/52. 

It's  not  surprising  that  the  largest  and  best- 
established  branch,  Toronto,  should  be  first  off  the 
mark  in  raising  money  for  the  Challenge  Fund. 
Led  by  David  Vice,  MEng/65,  Toronto  raised 
$150,000  in  gifts  and  pledges.  The  branch  in 
Toronto  holds  a  party  every  May  called  Spring 
Fling  and  this  year '  s  fling,  according  to  RoseMarie 
Earle,  BA/69,  president  of  the  branch,  was 
planned  to  be  bigger  and  better  than  ever. 

A  year  ago,  Hong  Kong  was  established  as  the 
association's  second  branch.  At  that  time  James 
Sevigny,  BA/64,  and  Paul  Murray,  BA/69,  (who 
were  in  Hong  Kong  on  business  for  the  Regional 
Municipality  of  Ottawa-Carleton)  attended  the 
group's  first  function,  a  reception  in  the  Hong 
Kong  Hotel.  Held  in  conjunction  with  two  other 
Ontario  universities,  it  was  attended  by  50  Carle- 
ton grads.  The  branch  in  Hong  Kong  is  led  by 
Daniel  Chan,  BCom/85,  who,  with  several  others, 
is  keen  to  keep  Carleton  alive  in  Asia. 

At  the  "heart"  of  the  matter,  alumni  in  Ottawa 
have,  in  the  past  three  or  four  years,  enjoyed  some 
of  the  benefits  of  rejuvenation.  The  Alumni 
Weekend  has  attracted  several  hundred  grads  back 
to  the  campus  each  September,  and  every  year  new 
events  are  planned  and  more  and  more  volunteers 
come  forward  to  help.  There  is  a  successful 
luncheon-speaker  series  held  twice  a  year  at  the 
National  Arts  Centre.  Ottawa  Mayor  James  Durell 
will  speak  in  the  next  luncheon,  on  June  17. 

The  Alumni  Council  is  now,  more  than  ever, 
aware  of  the  responsibility  of  "governing"  a  large 
and  significant  alumni  population.  This  year  for 
the  first  time  the  council  will  have  representation 
from  the  various  regions  when  it  meets  in  special 
session  in  September. 

The  Alumni  Association  has  come  a  long  way 
in  1 2  months,  and  no  one  is  happier  about  that  turn 
of  events  than  Jim  Watson. 

"We've  had  tremendous  support  from  the 
University,"  he  says  with  a  satisfied  smile,  "and  a 
very  positive  response  from  Carleton  alumni 
across  the  country.  It's  been  a  great  time  to  be 
President  of  this  Association." 
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Karim  Rashid,  Scott  Cress- 
man,  and  Pauline  Landriault 
put  in  late  hours  at  Queen 
Street  W.  headquarters  of 
Babel  World  Fashions  Jnc. 


Alumni  Make  Their  Mark  in  Toronto 


Outside  of  Ottawa,  more  Car- 
leton  alumni  live  in,  near,  and 
around  Toronto  than  anywhere 
else  in  the  world.

For  Karim  Rashid,  BID/82,  Pauline  Lan- 
driault, BArch/83,  and  Scott  Cressman,  BArch/ 
83,  Toronto  is  living  up  to  its  potential.  The  three 
self-described  rebels  of  their  graduating  class  have 
combined  efforts  and  pooled  talents  to  establish  a 
thriving  fashion  design  company  called  Babel 
World  Fashions  Inc. 

The  three  friends,  who  met  while  they  were 
students  at  Carleton,  decided  to  go  into  the  fashion 
industry  in  the  Spring  of '  86 ,  when  they  entered  the 
Canadian  Festival  of  Fashion. 

"We'd  always  made  our  own  clothes,  so  we 
thought  we'd  try  it  on  a  larger  scale,"  recalls 
Karim.  "We  got  an  incredible  reaction.  So  many 
people  approached  us  in  those  four  days...  We  got 
orders  for  about  600  garments.  That  really  got  the 
ball  rolling." 

They  started  the  company  in  their  own  homes 
with  a  $5,000  youth  venture  grant  that  lasted 
"about  three  weeks."  Now  all  three  still  have  full- 
time  day  jobs,  and  work  evenings  in  Toronto's 
fashion  district  on  Queen  Street  West,  selling 
about  $300,000  worth  of  clothing  a  year  to  about 
45  stores.  Holt  Renfrew,  one  of  their  first  clients, 
isn't  on  their  list  anymore  ("Our  clothes  were  too 
radical  for  them").  But  they  are  selling  across 
Canada,  as  well  as  in  New  York  City,  Detroit  and 
Miami,  and  have  plans  to  expand  internationally. 

The  Commerce  Class  of  '65  is  well  repre- 
sented in  Toronto  by  two  alumni:  Eric  Sprott  and 
Bruce  Gordon.  While  Eric  heads  up  his  own 
company,  Sprott  Securities,  in  downtown 
Toronto's  financial  district,  Bruce  is  President  of 
the  Commercial  Union  Life  Assurance  Company 
of  Canada,  a  large  corporation  with  offices  in  Scar- 
borough. 
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Eric's  company,  started  in  1982,  has  cornered 
a  market  niche  for  itself  by  dealing  with  major 
institutional  buyers.  "We  do  large  trades,  but 
normally  we  don't  do  a  lot,"  he  says.  "Our  claim 
to  fame  is  that  we're  number  one  on  the  Toronto 
Stock  Exchange  in  terms  of  the  average  size  of  our 
transactions." 

Described  as  a  "lone  wolf  stockbroker,  his 
company  last  year  accounted  for  more  than  $400 
million  worth  of  sales,  a  figure  he  expects  to 
surpass  this  year.  The  secret  to  his  success:  "You 
gotta  pick  stocks  that  go  up." 

Crosstown  in  his  Scarborough  office,  Bruce 
Gordon  oversees  the  operation  of  a  major  Canadian 
insurance  company,  with  more  than  $80  million  in 
annual  sales,  $300  million  in  assets,  and  200 
employees.  He's  worked  his  way  up  the  corporate 
ladder,  starting  as  a  controller  with  Delta  Lloyd  in 
1970.  When  Commercial  Union  of  London,  Eng- 
land, acquired  the  company  three  years  later,  he 
stayed  on  with  the  combined  Group  and  and  helped 
to  convert  it  into  a  limited  liability  Canadian 
company,  rather  than  a  branch  operation. 

For  Bob  Richardson,  BAHons/85,  Toronto 
has  meant  a  move  up  from  student  politics  to  the 
Ontario  government.  The  former  Vice-President 
of  the  Rideau  River  Residence  Association  is  now 
executive  assistant  for  the  Ontario  Minister  of 
Colleges  and  Universities,  Lyn  McLeod. 

He  brings  a  wealth  of  knowledge  about  post- 
secondary  institutions  Jo  the  post.  After  graduat- 
ing from  Carleton,  he  worked  for  the  Canadian 
Federation  of  Students,  then  became  legislative 
assistant  to  Ms.  McLeod 's  predecessor,  Gregory 
Sorbara. 

Bob  says  it'simportant  for  alumni  to  support 
their  school,  and  he  himself  manages  to  keep  in 
touch  with  his  Alma  Mater,  serving  as  one  of  two 
Toronto  representatives  on  the  Alumni  Council. 
Rose  Marie  Earle,  BA/69,  is  Bob's  co-member 
on  the  Council. 

She  began  her  career  working  on  her  home- 
town newspaper,  then  moved  to  the  Kitchener-

While  at  Johnson  Higgins,  she  found  time  to 
work  on  her  MBA  at  York,  and  to  write  a  book  on 
pensions  in  Canada  with  co-worker,  Peter 
Longhurst.  Titled  Looking  After  the  Future,  the 
book  examines  pension  planning  in  Canada  in 
light  of  recent  legislative  changes,  and  has  been 
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well  received  since  it  was  published  in  February, 
1987. 

Susan  Hanna,  BJ/80,  knows  what  it's  like  to 
report  and  be  reported  on.  A  former  journalist  for 
the  Ottawa  Citizen,  she's  now  assistant  to  the 
Government  House  Leader  in  Queen's  Park,  Sean 
Conway.

Since  graduating  from  Carleton  with  his  BA 
in  1970,  Ian  Lithgow  has  gone  from  rounding  up 
cattle  to  rounding  up  dollars.  Now  York 
University's  Vice-President  of  External  Rela- 
tions, his  colourful  career  started  out  on  an  Alberta 
cattle  ranch,  and  included  picking  lily  bulbs  as  a 
migrant  worker  in  California,  and  biking  down  to 
Mexico.  In  1972,  he  was  back  in  Ottawa  working 
for  a  finance  company,  then  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  before  becoming  Director  of 
the  Canadian  4H  Council  for  six  years. 

The  achievement  he's  most  proud  of  was  as 
Vice-President  of  Public  Affairs  for  Ottawa's 
Civic  Hospital,  where  he  established  the  Heart 
Foundation  and,  in  1983,  organized  the  Rich 
Little/Frank  Sinatra  show  to  raise  funds  for  the 
hospital.  He  enjoys  work  in  his  area,  and  says  he 
gets  "a  kick  out  of  doing  something  that's  fun  and 
that  actually  benefits  somebody  or  something." 

Nancy  Coldham,  B  J/76,  took  the  long  way  to 
Toronto.  Now  vice-president  of  her  own  com- 
pany, C.G.  Management  Consulting  Limited,  she 
started  her  career  with  the  Canadian  government 
Office  of  Tourism  in  Ottawa,  and  four  years  later, 
went  to  Australia  with  her  husband  on  an  exchange 
of  public  servants.
